N. T„ Man h 13 - 
Prof. Alexander Graham Hells new 
aerodrome, the "Red Wing." was given 
its test flight over Lake Keuku yes¬ 
terday by F. W. Bard win. the engineer 
In charge of Its construction. The 
ucrodrqiqe, after gliding over the Ice 
•»n Lak- 

gently to the height of about 10 feet 
and railed at that elevation for a dis¬ 
tance of 319 feet at the rate of from 
2 1 to 30 miles an huur. After having 
covered this distance, a portion qf tho 
''tali' gave away, und the aerodrome 
was brought down for repairs. 

This. Is declared to b« the first suc¬ 
cessful public flight of a heavler-than- 
air flying machine In America. The 
flight was wltnessedf by a number of 
people from Hammodsport. 

The aerodrome was propelled by a 
forty-horsepower eight-cylinder air¬ 
cooled gasoline motor, weighing 145 
pounds. 

The propeller m as made of- two blade* 
of atcul measuring six feet two Inches 
In -Jlamater, having a pitch of four fact 
and weighing !• pounds. The aero¬ 
drome proper weighs 1W pounds, the 
engine and apparatus about 20Q pounds, 
and the operator 175 pounds, thus giv¬ 
ing the entire machine and operator a 
weight of 540 pounds. 

The total supporting surface. Includ¬ 
ing tall and rudder, was 453 -square 
feat, which jlvaa ig, flying wMgfrt Ufi 
pound* p**r sqaare -foot. The main 
wing of the aerodrome consists of two 
surfaces having a space of forty-five 
feet from tip to tip and mi average 
depth from fora -to aft of g feet 5 
Inches. The surface* are of the double 
vfTr'e' deklftn, aiSd al'c’^^W^ tateralTy
